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Getting set 
for £2.5m 
revamp at 
the Priory 

PREPARATION work for a 
long-awaited £2.5million 
revamp of Dudley’s Priory 
Park will get under way next 
month. 

The existing pavilion is 
being transformed into a 
modern visitor centre with 
education and community 
facilities. 

The project is being 
funded by a grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and 
will also include, a mini foot¬ 
ball pitch, a new entrance 
and lighting of the Priory 
ruins. 

Designs are being drawn 
up for the new artwork - 
medieval-style floor tiles, 
sculptural entrances and a 
6ft statue of Dudley tennis 
hero Dorothy Round, 

But before construction 
work can start, tree sur¬ 
geons will be removing 24 
trees from the park begin¬ 
ning on March 5. 

Twenty of them have been 
identified as being dead, 
dying or dangerous while 
the other four are cherry 
trees which need to moved 
another site. 

The council, which will be 
planting 250 trees as part of 
the scheme, and the Friends 
of Priory Park and Green 
carried out consultation on 
planned tree works last 
year. 

New trees will be planted 
over the next two years to 
replace any trees that are 
removed.

The loss of more than 200 
jobs in Wyre Forest was 
branded a “big blow” for the 
district. But council bosses 
have pledged to do “all they 
can” to help businesses 
which are struggling. 

Luxury boat builders

'Go-it-alone' 
plan to help 
Waterfront 

DUDLEY Council hopes to launch a “go-it- 
alone” mini enterprise zone in a bid to res¬ 
cue The Waterfront at Brierley Hill. 

The landmark business centre is facing a 
new exodus of more than 550 office staff. 

Although it missed out on winning a bid 
to become part of one of the Government- 
awarded enterprise zones, the council now 
aims to put together its own package, 
including business rate discounts to tempt 
companies to locate there. The enterprise 
zone could be ready by April 1. 

“We need to take dramatic action to help 
the Waterfront,” said Dudley Council leader 
Les Jones. “We would like to create a go-it- 
alone mini-enterprise zone and are looking 
seriously at whether we could offer a rates 
reduction scheme to encourage new busi¬ 
nesses to locate at The Waterfront.” 

Adverts for vacant space are dotted 
around the buildings at The Waterfront, 
including one offering “first year’s rental 
£1” - but the number of empty units keeps 
increasing. 

Lloyds Banking Group last week 
announced all 217 staff at Quay House at 
The Waterfront would be moving to Wolver¬ 
hampton. Mr Jones said talks continued 
with Waterfront owner Westfield about 
ways of tempting more businesses to settle 
there. Paula Wood, Westfield’s manager of 
The Waterfront, refused to comment on the 
council’s proposals.

Dudley is vying with 25 other towns and 
boroughs across the country to be hon¬ 
oured as part of a competition to mark the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

It is up against areas including 
Bournemouth, Luton and Reading in the 
contest to be awarded city status. 

Government ministers and Buckingham 
Palace are expected to announce the win¬ 
ner in a few months time. 

Dudley Chamber of Commerce Presi¬ 
dent Paul Bennett said the bid could put 
the borough on the map and help attract 
millions of pounds of investment. 

“I think the number of people that 
signed the petition we ran as a chamber is 
disappointing,” he said. 

“City status in itself would probably not 
create a single job. It is what you then do 
with that city status, the potential that is 
going to create investment, that is going to 
create jobs that will create a feel-good-fac- 
tor around the area and encourage people 
to spend. 

Benefits 

“Even if we don’t achieve city status 
what we need to do is think about when we 
have a particular project what the longer 
term benefits are rather than just looking 
at these projects in the shorter term.” 

Mr Bennett, who is senior partner at 
George Green Solicitors in Cradley Heath, 
said the council had done what it could to 
promote the bid under the financial con¬ 
straints it faces. 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones said he 
believed they had put together an “excel¬ 
lent document” to show what the borough 
had to offer. If the bid is not successful, 
Councillor Jones said they would try again. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin also threw 
his support behind the campaign. 

The petition results come as Dudley was 
voted one of the areas least deserving of 
city status. A Yougov poll showed two per 
cent of those asked think Dudley’s bid 
deserves to be a success. The result left 
Dudley in joint 18th position.

MP angry 
as cuts to 
stations 
go-ahead 

AN MP who led a campaign 
to stop the opening hours of 
Dudley Police Station being 
reduced has hit out at cuts to 
police funding after the con¬ 
troversial plans were given 
the green light. 

More than 2,500 residents 
and businesses backed a 
petition drawn up by Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin. 

But despite public outcry, 
the plans which will see the 
current opening hours of 
7am to 10pm change to 
10am to 6pm, have been 
approved by West Midlands 
Police. 

The move is part of the 
battle by West Midlands 
Police to save £126 million 
over the next four years. 

It includes the loss of more 
than 2,250 police officer and 
staff posts. 

But Mr Austin said this 
week that cuts to police 
funding had gone “too far”. 

“We were promised front¬ 
line services would not be 
hit, but thousands of officers 
are being sacked and our 
police station is closing in 
the evening because the gov¬ 
ernment is cutting police 
spending too far and too 
fast,” he said. 

Last month Mr Austin 
invited Assistant Chief Con¬ 
stable Sharon Rowe to visit 
Dudley and meet councillors 
and traders to discuss their 
concerns face to face. 

They were given a tour of 
the marketplace and the 
new Dudley College develop¬ 
ment. 

Trial of new

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Library move looks set for approval 


PLANS to move a library which has 
been housed in a Black Country arts 
centre for more than a century to a 
new venue look set to be approved - 
despite fears from councillors. 

Dudley Council wants to move 
Netherton Library in Northfield 
Road to another site as it tries to 
make the service more efficient and 
save cash. 

A consultation with residents, 
businesses and councillors was held 


at the end of last year. Now council 
bosses say they are pressing ahead 
with the plans. A final decision will 
be made by the cabinet in March. 

The council wants to move the 
library to The Savoy Centre, 
Netherton. Councillor Adrian 
Turner has previously said the move 
from Netherton Arts Centre had 
been mooted to not only save money 
but to improve access to the library, 
which is difficult for disabled people 


and mothers with pushchairs to 
enter. But the plans have sparked 
fears it could spell the beginning of 
the end for the centre. It suffered a 
blow last year after the council 
slashed the budget of Dudley Per¬ 
forming Arts, which operates the 
building, by £469,000 - about half. 

Councillor Qadar Zada said: “I’ve 
had lots of people approach me rais¬ 
ing their concerns about this his¬ 
toric building. The library at the 


current site is very popular. 

“I’d much rather money was 
spent on resolving any issues with 
the current building than using this 
as an opportunity to move closer to 
abandoning the site. My worst fears 
are the building will be sold off as a 
pub.” Councillor Turner said: “The 
decision to relocate the library will 
be considered as part of the final 
budget-setting process at the next 
full council meeting.” 


Fire station campaign

Campaigners had warned a shortage of cash could lead 
to their battle collapsing as they pursue a judicial review of 
the decision to shut Halesowen Fire Station and axe a 24- 


Bill to make 
gravestones 
safe stands 
at £250,000 

AROUND £250,000 has 
been spent repairing unsafe 
gravestones and memorials 
which have undergone “top¬ 
ple tests” in Dudley. Inspec¬ 
tions are being carried out 
throughout the borough and 
so far 13,500 memorials 
have been checked. 

Out of those, 2,680 have 
needed attention because 
they were at risk of collapse. 

The headstones are tested 
by hand, following strict 
guidelines, and relatives are 
kept informed of any work 
needed. Headstones that 
wobble have had to be 
shored up to prevent them 
falling over. 

Council workers have 
been carrying out a rolling 
programme of checks and 
repairs in the borough since 
2007 with £250,000 being 
spent over five years. 

This work has already 
been carried out at Stour¬ 
bridge, Gornal Wood and 
Dudley but checks are now 
being carried out at Cradley 
Cemetery before moving on 
to Lye and Wollescote in the 
next few months. 

Councillor David Stanley, 
said: “This work continues 
to be carried out very sensi¬ 
tively and our staff are 
always available to speak to 
families directly.”

The Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath Fire Station 
Action Group will step out in 
local town centres to collect 
cash and are setting up an 
account to handle the dona¬ 
tions. 

Lawyers in London are 
now sifting through legal 
papers ahead of formally 
submitting the case. 

Campaign spokesman, 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris, 
said: “The outlook is much 
more positive than it was a 
couple of weeks ago. 

Fundraising 

“We have moved on to the 
next stage now and once we 
have confirmation from the 
lawyers that we have a good 
case, we can continue with 
our fundraising appeal.” 

The Fire Authority voted 
to go ahead with its plans 
despite a wave of protest 
from residents. Following 
the decision, Halesowen Fire 
Station is set to close on 
March 31 and one of two 24- 
hour crews serving the town 
and Cradley Heath will be 
removed - but this would be 
delayed if the legal bid gets 
to court. Firefighters say 
they face weeks of uncer¬ 
tainty over where they will 
be deployed. 

A total of 56 staff between 
the two stations will be 
vying for 28 posts at Cradley

Chiefs give 
go-ahead 
for steep 
rent rise 

COUNCIL chiefs in Dudley 
claim their hands were tied 
over giving the go-ahead to a 
7.7 per cent rise in rents 
which they consider too 
steep. 

It is the biggest increase 
in almost a decade for resi¬ 
dents living in the borough’s 
24,000 council homes and is 
the equivalent of £5.54 per 
week extra for tenants. 

The council’s cabinet last 
week approved the plans 
and said the new charges 
were calculated using the 
Government’s formula. 

But opposition Labour 
councillor Gaye Partridge 
called the hike “obscene” 
and said: “Taking this 
amount of extra cash from 
some families’ income could 
leave them in real trouble.” 

Councillor Adrian Turner 
said: “I don’t believe the 
increase is fair and I realise 
a lot of people will be hit by 
these prices but our hands 
were tied.” 

He said the increase 
would fund work on bring¬ 
ing the more than 400 
empty council properties 
back into use to reduce the 
waiting list of 6,000 people. 

Council leader Les Jones 
said making the increase 
two per cent lower would 
have cost the authority more 
than £4 million. He added: 
“It is a great shame we are 
looking at this.”

Group wants canals to take loads off roads 


A NEW group which aims to raise the 
profile of the Midlands canal network is 
pushing for more businesses to transport 
freight on the region’s waterways 
instead of the region’s overloaded roads. 

The idea is among options being con¬ 
sidered, according to a prominent busi¬ 
nessman leading West Midlands 
Waterways Partnership. 

The new group is being chaired by 
Peter Mathews, of the Black Country 
Consortium and managing director of 
Black Country Metals based in Lye. 

One aim is to get more people involved 


in looking after canals and rivers. The 
group will also work out how the region’s 
waterways should operate from 2012. 

Mr Mathews says the move would raise 
the profile of the waterways, pumping in 
more cash for renovation and mainte¬ 
nance schemes. 

Alternative 

A key aim is to raise the profile of the 
canals network, which involves busi¬ 
nesses considering the waterways as an 
alternative for transporting goods. 

“We really need to show not just the 
history on our doorstep but the fact we 


have a valuable asset that can be used for 
pleasure and, potentially, for the good of 
the economy,” said Mr Mathews. 

“I think you could see more businesses 
using the waterways and over the next 
five years there will be more commercial 
use of the canals.” 

Narrowboat enthusiast Graham 
Fisher, MBE, a former chairman of 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire Canal 
Society, has been invited to join the 
group. 

He says people need to be prepared to 
look at ways that the canal and river 


network can make money in order for 
them to survive. “We have to look at 
innovation to allow ways of developing 
the waterways for the 21st century,” he 
said. 

Looking at new technologies like cre¬ 
ating mobile phone applications to 
provide interactive maps for the network 
is one of the plans being considered. 

The new group is planning to work 
closely with the Canal and Rivers Trust 
charity, which is replacing British Water¬ 
ways and has to raise its own funding to 
operate. 


Ghost town fears as trade 



A handful of cars outside frontages at The Waterfront, where it’s thought half of available premises are empty 


By day it was once a flagship for 
bustling Black Country com¬ 
merce and by night a Mecca for 
party animals across the region, 
with its buzzing waterside bars. 

Now The Waterfront - the smart-looking 
business centre that has grown over the last 
20 years next to the massive Merry Hill 
shopping complex - has an air of desertion. 

It is estimated half of the space available 
for rent is empty and it no longer boasts a 
heaving waterside frontage. 

Among businesses to desert the develop¬ 
ment over recent years was credit card 
company Egg and, the latest, Lloyds 
Banking Group announced it is moving all 
217 staff from Quay House at The Water¬ 
front to Wolverhampton. 

Virgin Media is also transferring 342 of 
its employees to Birmingham. 

Bar Sport closed, with the loss of between 
10 and 15 jobs, about three weeks ago, 
leaving Wetherspoon’s Waterfront Inn as 
the only bar on the frontage. 

However, Scott Murray, founder and 
director of Bar Sport, said the business at 
the Waterfront - which only opened last 
August - had been popular and the decision 
was made by the couple with the franchise. 
Mr Murray said a new franchisee should 
soon be in place to reopen the bar and 
added: “We have a lot of optimism for The 
Waterfront.” 

Payments 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones said the 
authority is looking into launching a mini¬ 
enterprise zone, offering discounted busi¬ 
ness rates, to give a fillip to the centre and 
boost local jobs. 

But, in the meantime, “To Let” signs 
abound “It’s a bit like a ghost town and 
trade has been dead since we arrived in Sep¬ 
tember,” said Tammy Richardson, aged 46, 
who runs Harry’s at 43 sandwich bar and 
cafe, with her sister, Kate Nicholls. 

“We had thought there was going to be an 
enterprise zone here, which would bring 
more businesses in, but that hasn’t hap¬ 
pened,” said Mrs Richardson. 

“Our rent is high - £3,100 a quarter paid 
in advance for a small unit - and Westfield, 
our landlord, wasn’t very sympathetic when 
we recently asked if we could pay by steps. 

“We’d just paid our last quarter in Decem¬ 
ber but when we asked for help for the next 
quarter we were told we could pay £1,000 on 


January 7, another £1,000 on January 19 
and the rest on January 31, which would be 
three payments in one month. On Monday 
(last week) we took less than ever - just £220 
in one day. And now we hear Lloyds Bank is 
moving away, on top of the transfer of staff 
at Virgin Media away from The Waterfront. 
The more offices that move out the more we 
struggle. Westfield needs to do something to 
bring in more businesses and to bring down 
these extortionate rents.” 

Paula Wood, manager of The Waterfront 
for Westfield, said: “We are sympathetic and 
helping all we can but I cannot say any more 
because it’s confidential between us and the 
client.” She said it was not possible to esti¬ 
mate how much of the centre was empty as 
some of the properties were let by other 
landlords. 

“We have our property agents, who we 
work with very closely, but do not have 


responsibility for a lot of the property 
there,” she added. 

Westfield also did not wish to comment 
upon what it was doing to try to turn around 
the centre’s fortunes or on Dudley Council’s 
rescue plans for The Waterfront. 

Sellers chartered surveyors of Dudley, 
which is currently agent for two units and is 
about to put a third on the market, is offer¬ 
ing the floor above the former PJ’s bar for 
just £1 for the first year’s rent. 

Interest 

Matthew Pearcey, a partner in Sellers, 
said: “It’s good news that the council is plan¬ 
ning an incentive for The Waterfront.” 

He added the £1 rent deal would be part of 
a package in which a tenant signed up for a 
lease over a certain number of years and 
that it had created “some interest”. 

The Waterfront still boasts some high 


profile tenants, including the Government’s 
Child Support Agency and the Inland 
Revenue. But one Inland Revenue 
employee, who did not wish to be named, 
said: “We’re in a three-floor building and the 
bottom floor has become totally empty over 
the last couple of years. Also, we’ve been told 
some of our temporary staff will soon be 
moved out into our call centre - and the Egg 
building is still empty.” 

Paul Leith, aged 52, a sales representative 
for Unique Copiers Ltd, of Telford, said: 
“Five years ago this place was pretty busy. 
But now a lot of the units are empty, which 
is probably a sign of the times.” 

However, not everyone at the centre is 
unhappy. Manager of the Waterfront Inn, 
Kay Corbett, saying: “We’re doing fine.” 

The Brewers Wharf pub, next to the 
Waterfront development, in Level Street, is 
still trading.

Knife attacker killed pet dog in row 


PEOPLE in a village in Dudley have 
been left shocked after a much-loved 
dog was fatally stabbed in the street. 

Simon Folios aged 38, attacked 
the dog outside his home in Abbey 
Steet, Lower Gornal while rowing 
with its owner Wayne Bird, Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court was told. 

The 12-year-old animal, called 
Tyson, later died at a vets. 

Dudley magistrates heard Folios 
knows Mr Bird and there is “some 


bad blood” between them. Folios 
had already threatened to stab Mr 
Bird and a row started, which ended 
in Mr Bird punching Folios. 

Then later the same day Folios 
threatened to cut Mr Bird’s throat 
when the dog owner walked past his 
house, said Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting. 

They argued for about 10 minutes 
when the dog began to bark and 
Folios threatened to stab the 


animal. Mr Cooper added: “Mr Bird 
tried to move the dog away but he 
lunged forward and stabbed the dog 
in the side of the chest before pulling 
the blade out and walking calmly 
back into his house.” 

Folios pleaded guilty to possessing 
knife in public, causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal, and a charge 
of criminal damage by destroying a 
dog. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defending, said 


Folios was “incredibly remorseful”. 

The case was committed to 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for 
sentencing. 

Verna Spittle, aged 58, secretary 
of the Darby and Joan club also in 
Abbey Street, said: “Tyson was a 
lovely dog. He knew everybody and 
they all knew him. 

“Wayne Bird is a local character 
and what’s happened to his dog has 
upset everyone around here.” 


Evacuee Irene became 
friend of future queen 


SHE WAS friends with a young princess and 
was one of only a select few to call her Lilibet. 
While many evacuees escaped the south east 
and the London blitz, Irene Middleton was 
moved to Windsor - and spent her childhood 
during wartime playing with the future Queen 


of England. 

Now, her widower Francis 
Thomas Middleton, aged 81, 
recalls her tales of growing 
up with Queen Elizabeth as 
the country prepares to cele¬ 
brate her Diamond Jubilee 
year. 

“She was always proud of 
her time growing up with 
the princesses and she’d 
always liked sharing her 
memories of that time,” says 
Mr Middleton, of Gornal 
Wood. 

The Queen was among 
those who paid her respects 
to the Middleton family 
when Irene died almost 
three years ago. 

They had written to Buck¬ 
ingham Palace to tell Her 
Majesty how fondly Irene 
remembered her time in 
Windsor. 

Her lady-in-waiting wrote 
back passing on the Queen’s 
condolences and echoing 
Irene’s sentiments about 
the time. 

Mrs Middleton was born 
Irene Charlotte Edmead to 
parents Lillian and John in 
Stepney in London’s East 
End in 1931. 

Her family was soon to be 
split up as the Government 
began plans to evacuate chil¬ 
dren from London in antici¬ 
pation of the Nazi 
bombardment in 1939. 

Mr Middleton said his 
bride-to-be had been heart¬ 
broken to leave her parents 
and other siblings behind as 
part of the mass evacuation 
aged just eight. 

But little did she know, 
she and her sisters were 
moving into the regal sur¬ 
roundings of Windsor Great 
Park.

Warning 
on rogue 
salesmen 


PEOPLE in Dudley are 
being warned to be on their 
guard after rogue mobility 
equipment sellers were 
spotted in the borough. 

Reports have been 
received by Safe & Sound, 
Dudley’s community safety 
partnership, about the 
fiddles. 

They are now warning 
vulnerable and elderly 
people in the community 
that they may be targeted. 

The sellers call round to 
arrange an appointment 
before a salesman visits. 

The caller will often claim 
to be working with social 
services and say a mobility 
assessment is due when they 
are actually companies who 
will send sales people round. 

They pressure people into 
buying equipment they 
could get for far less else¬ 
where, the council says. 

Councillor Tim Wright, 
said: “These scams are 
increasingly common and 
it’s important residents, 
particularly those who are 
vulnerable, are aware of the 
dangers of this scam. 

“Everyone in the borough 
can make use of the bogus 
caller hotline and we will 
investigate incidents.”

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Hundreds 
in theatre 
campaign 

HUNDREDS of people have 
joined the campaign to save 
The Hippodrome - which 
stands on a gateway into 
Dudley - from demolition. 

More than 300 signatures 
have been collected in a bid 
to preserve the old Dudley 
council-owned threatre in 
Castle Hill and help restore 
the complex. 

The building stands 
empty and the authority has 
said it may be torn down to 
make way for a museum or 
community centre. 

But campaigners want the 
site to be reopened as a 
theatre and say it could help 
to lure thousands of visitors 
to the town. 

A petition has been 
started by enthusiasts Geoff 
Fitzpatrick and Malcolm 
Palmer in the hope of saving 
the venue. 

Former college lecturer 
Mr Fitzpatrick, aged 70, who 
lived near the theatre in 
Bourne Street when he was 
growing up, said: “The Hip¬ 
podrome was around when 
Dudley was the hub of the 
Black Country. 

“We think that different 
community groups could use 
it - how great would it be for 
theatre groups to be able to 
hold performances there?” 

The Hippodrome first 
opened on December 19, 
1938. 

Carpet firm

No plan to revive theatre at Hippodrome 


DUDLEY’S historic former Hippodrome 
theatre site could be transformed into a 
museum or community venue, it has 
emerged as council bosses plough forward 
with plans to demolish it. 

The landmark site in Castle Hill, which 
was also a Gala Bingo hall, has fallen into 
a state of disrepair since closing two years 
ago. 

There has been a campaign to get the 
building restored but Dudley Council 
bosses are now applying for permission to 
get it demolished. 

They revealed they want the site to 


become a “leisure venue” to complement 
the revamp of neighbouring Dudley Zoo. 

Bosses say they are looking for a devel¬ 
opment that will “benefit the whole com¬ 
munity” but admit a private investor 
needs to be found. 

Forking 

Gala closed down in 2009 and the build¬ 
ing has stood boarded up and empty ever 
since, with Dudley Council forking out 
£2,704 on security hoarding and monitor¬ 
ing to protect the site. 

Campaigners in the town have 


demanded action at the site, which they 
say has become an eyesore and attracts 
anti-social behaviour. 

Malcolm Palmer, chairman of the local 
George Formby Society, has suggested 
starting a volunteering group that would 
be willing to run the site as a theatre. 

But council leader Les Jones said it had 
“already failed once” as a theatre and 
added the nearby Dudley Concert Hall 
was now the town’s main live entertain¬ 
ment venue. 

He said he feared that after so long on 
the market, there was simply no interest 


in the building. Initial ideas being mooted 
are for a museum or other kind of visitor 
attraction, but a building for community 
use is also being considered. 

Councillor Jones said: “The basic facade 
of the existing building is attractive but it 
has stood derelict for too long now and 
something needs to be done with it. 

“I would have loved to have retained the 
building in its current form but it is just 
not realistic.” 

He added: “We want to replace it with 
something that the whole community can 
use.” 


Dudley vying to be pilot 
for the Portas treatment 


DUDLEY is one of two towns in the Black Country vying to be chosen 
as a pilot project for retail guru Mary Portas’s bid to save Britain’s 
struggling high streets. The town was labelled as the worst in the 
country for empty shops. 

Now Dudley, will be competing with close neighbour Walsall to become one of 12 towns 
to trial recommendations and earn a slice of £1 million to boost trade. Other towns in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire are considering applying. The winners will set up “town 
teams” made up of councillors, traders and MPs to make Ms Portas’s ideas a reality. 

The councils have until March 23 to apply and draw up an argument on why they deserve 
the cash. Wolverhampton is giving it “very serious consideration” said Eliot Ward, interim 
regeneration manager at the city council. A decision has not been made over Stafford and 


Warning to 
shed owners 
over thefts 

A SPATE of shed burglaries in Quarry 
Bank has prompted officers to launch an 
awareness campaign. 

They say owners could even consider 
putting up net curtains on windows to 
block the view into sheds. 

Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood police 
neighbourhood team is offering shed secu¬ 
rity advice to residents after three shed 
breaks-ins were reported in the area over 
recent days. 

Sgt Duncan Rudge said: “I want to try to 
put a stop to this by making residents 
aware of shed and garden security, which 
should help prevent opportunist thieves 
from taking advantage of the lack of secu¬ 
rity.” 

Residents should lock sheds with a 
padlock or mortice deadlock as they often 
contain ladders and tools suitable for 
breaking into homes. 

Officers say people need to check to see if 
their sheds have suffered winter damage in 
the winter months which may make access 
easy for a burglar. 

Police say owners should consider 
installing a shed alarm and lockable steel 
boxes fitted to the floor to store tools and 
also to identity mark property. 

Sgt Rudge added: “Please contact the 
team or Dudley police on 101 if you see any 
suspicious activity.” 


Cannock. And it looks unlikely that any 
towns in Sandwell will apply. 

Some 29 per cent of shops in Dudley are 
empty, giving it the highest vacancy rate of 
any medium sized town in the country. 

Dudley Council Leader Les Jones said : 
“This is something we believe will benefit 
the town and there was no sense in just 
ignoring it. This could turn out to be very 
important project for the country as a whole 
and we want to be part of it.” 

He said Dudley would be put forward, 
rather than Halesowen or Stourbridge, due 
to its problem with empty shops. 

Neglect 

Ms Portas’s report for the Government 
on the decline of town centres says years of 
neglect and the growth of online shopping 
has left many areas “dying”. 

One of Dudley’s MPs has urged the retail 
guru to choose the town. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin welcomed 
the report and said he would to try to con¬ 
vince her to pick Dudley as one of the towns 
where her ideas will be tested out. 

Mr Austin met up with Ms Portas in Par¬ 
liament earlier in the year, when he shared 
the results of a constituency survey on the 
state of Dudley high street. 

It showed strong support for more 
parking and support for lowering business 
rates and bringing empty shops back into 
use. Mr Austin said: “I think we’ve got to be 
much more ambitious for our town and 
come up with a new plan to bring people to 
Dudley.”

A SHOP manager who stole more 
than £19,000 takings from his 
branch of 99p Stores and then 
blew it at a casino has been jailed 
and now faces deportation. 

Vishnu Amuram, manager at the shop in 
Halesowen, has been jailed for 12 months 
and now faces being deported to his native 
India once he completes his prison sentence. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last 
that the 32-year-old had sole responsibility 
for running the store in Halesowen’s 
Cornbow Centre. 

Among his responsibilities was bagging 
up the takings at the end of the day and 
placing the money in a secure location. 

Roulette 

But over four days last December, 
Amuram had instead pocketed the cash and 
used it to gamble on the roulette table at a 
casino. He lost all of the cash - a total of 
£19,240 - apart from £525 which was recov¬ 
ered after he admitted his deception. 

Miss Helena Miller, prosecuting, said 
Amuram, of Aldridge Road, Perry Barr, had 
contacted his area manager on the morning 
of December 19 to admit what he had done. 

“Amuram said he had gambled the money 
away at a casino and admitted he had a gam¬ 
bling problem.” Mr Ayoub Khan, defending, 
said: “He has been candid throughout the 
proceedings. He pleaded guilty at the first 
opportunity and admits he has a gambling 
problem.” 

He said Amuram, who pleaded guilty to 
theft, had also claimed he had been trying to 
raise money to pay for an operation needed 
by his sister.

Anniversary celebrates <±_* 
golden age of steam 


STEAM railway enthusi¬ 
asts in the Midlands have 
been celebrating a land¬ 
mark anniversary. 

The first train ran on the Severn 
Valley Railway 150 years ago and 
the first passengers hopped aboard 
on February 1, 1862. 

That first train went from 
Worcester to Shrewsbury but these 
days it extends 16 miles from Kid¬ 
derminster to Bridgnorth. 

It is no longer in the commercial 
transport business. A paid staff of 
about 70 are responsible for admin¬ 
istration and commercial activities 
and about 250,000 passengers use 
the line each year. 

Official celebrations to mark the 
150th anniversary will be held in 
May. 

Mike York, director of Severn 
Valley Railway Holdings, said: “It 
was never the most popular of 
railway lines and was not the most 
successful as a commercial opera¬ 
tion. 


MEMORY UQ

“It relied as much on fate as it did 
on regular passengers.” 

The original Severn Valley line 
linked Hartlebury, near Droitwich, 
with Shrewsbury, a distance of 40 
miles. 

Locomotives and rolling stock 
were borrowed and the line was 
absorbed into the Great Western 
Railway in the 1870s. In 1878 a link 
line was constructed from Bewdley 
to Kidderminster. 

That enabled trains to run 
directly from the West Midlands. 

The Severn Valley line was never 
financially successful. 

During the Great Western days 
the pattern of services remained 
similar, with usually four passenger 
trains per day in each direction, and 
a few more on the section south of 


Bridgnorth. Freight traffic, which 
was mostly agricultural or coal 
from the Highley area, was the 
principal source of revenue. 

The advent of the lorry in the 
1930s spelled disaster, although the 
line was strategically useful in the 
Second World War. 

Bridgnorth town councillor 
Brian Jones, who was the railway’s 
civil engineer between 1972 and 
1982, said: “In 1947, when the rail¬ 
ways were nationalised, it became 
part of British Railways until 
November 1963 when it closed due 
to the Dr Beeching cuts. 

“The SVR Society opened in July 
1965 and it took five years of nego¬ 
tiations to get the five-mile line 
between Bridgnorth and Kidder¬ 
minster open.” 

The line has featured in a 
number of films including Can- 
dleshoe, starring David Niven, and 
was used for the Sherlock Holmes 
blockbuster, A Game of Shadows.

AROUND £250,000 has been spent 
repairing unsafe gravestones and 
memorials in Dudley borough that 
have failed “topple tests”. 

So far 13,500 memorials have been 
checked. Of those, 2,680 have needed atten¬ 
tion because they were at risk of collapse. 

The headstones are tested by hand, fol¬ 
lowing strict guidelines, and relatives are 
kept informed of any work that is needed. 

Headstones that wobble have had to be 
shored up to prevent them falling over. 

Council workers have been carrying out a 
rolling programme of checks and repairs in 
the borough since 2007 with £250,000 being 
spent over the five-year period. 

Work has already been carried out at 
Stourbridge, Gornal Wood and Dudley but 
checks are now being carried out at Cradley 
Cemetery before moving on to Lye and 
Wollescote in the next few months. 

Councillor David Stanley, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment and culture, said: “This 
work continues to be carried out very sen¬ 
sitively and our staff are always available to 
speak to families directly should they wish 
to do so.” 

It is hoped that all lawn memorials will be 
inspected and made safe within the bor¬ 
ough’s seven cemeteries in the next two to 
three years. The council allocates around 
£70,000 a year to fund repair work. 

Memorials that fail the test are made safe 
by the introduction of a new base slab and 
installation of a ground anchor through it.

At the time it was only 
small but has grown to more 
than 6ft tall and flowers 
every year with orange and 
purple blooms. 

Tracey, aged 47 from 
Halesowen, said the secret 
was to ensure the plant was 
placed in a large enough pot. 

Cooler 

“Also, I only water the 
plant when it really needs 
it,” she said 

“My plant is placed in a 
conservatory so in the sum¬ 
mer it gets a lot of warmth 
and in the winter it is 
cooler.” 

Roy Wood, of Cox Road, 
Coseley, said it was also 
important to ensure the 
plant had suitable nutrients. 

Roy, 74, who once worked 
at Blakedowns nursery, 
Bridgnorth, said: “Using 
something like potash in the 
soil can get a plant to bloom. 

“Placing items such as 
banana skins in the soil can 
also provide nutrition.”

FOUR options for the future of a 
closure-threatened care home in 
Kingswinford will be discussed. 

Residents, their families and staff are 
being asked for their views on New Bradley 
Hall in Compton Drive. It had been ear¬ 
marked for closure under plans by Dudley 
Council to shut a number of homes by 2014. 

But more than 5,000 people have signed 
petitions protesting against the proposals 
announced last year. About 30 residents, 
some of whom are over 90, face being moved. 

A consultation has now been launched 
and will be conducted by pensioners’ charity 
Age UK Dudley. The four options include the 
council-run care home, which has 31 beds, 
remaining open to existing and future resi¬ 
dents. 

Private 

Another possibility is that the home is 
sold off as a going concern to a private 
company. A third option is for it to stay open 
to its current long-term residents only while 
still providing limited short-term care. 

The final choice would see it close, the res¬ 
idents moved to other centres and the 
funding re-invested into providing care at 
home and extra care housing. 

As well as the four options, the council 
could consider any other suggestion that 
comes out of the consultation. 

Dudley Council’s adult social care chief 
Councillor David Vickers said: “No final 
decision on the options have been made. The 
council is open to considering any alterna¬ 
tive option that meets the demand for older 
people’s services now and in the future.”

A FREEZE on council tax for 
Dudley residents has been 
approved by council bosses - but 
rises of 3.5 per cent are planned 
for the next two years. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet has approved 
plans to accept a one-off £2.8million Govern¬ 
ment grant allowing the authority to freeze 
council tax for 12 months. 

However, the authority has revealed it 
will raise tax in future years to cover costs. 
Council leader, Councillor Les Jones, said 
freezing the council tax will mean bigger 
increases in future years as the council 
needs to balance its books. 

Rates for properties in the borough will 
remain the same, with band D homes paying 
£1,272.67 next year. 

Savings 

But they are looking at a 3.5 per cent hike 
for the next two years - or they have warned 
savings will have to be made “in other 
areas”. Dudley Council finance chief, coun¬ 
cillor David Blood, told last Wednesday’s 
meeting: “We will have to increase council 
tax by 3.5 per cent or look at further savings 
but we are still in the process of deciding 
exactly what we will do.” 

But Labour opposition councillor Pete 
Lowe said: “This council tax freeze is 
welcome but the public will need to save to 
pay their bills in the next two years.” The 
plans will go before full council next month. 

Some £22 million of budget savings have 
been made in Dudley in the past year. 
Council chiefs also approved proposals to 
save a further £7.5million in 2012/13 rising 
to £13million by 2014/15.

A £1.1MILLI0N extension of Kiddermin¬ 
ster College has been officially opened by the 
town’s mayor, who unveiled a plaque com¬ 
memorating the occasion. 

Staff, students and business leaders 
turned out to mark the completion of the 
development at the Market Street campus. 

Mayor of Kidderminster Councillor Anne 
Hingley was the guest of honour at the cer¬ 
emony. She was given a tour of the site and 
chatted to some of the students. 

They included Fern Carey, aged 17, and 
John Phillips, aged 18. 

She was also treated to a deluxe manicure 
in the college’s Elements Salon. 

Other guests including Ian Miller, chief 
executive of Wyre Forest District Council, 
and Louise Hewett of Hewett Recruitment. 


The extension has created an extra 6,400 
sq ft of space over three floors with rooms for 
students to socialise, staff offices and more 
flexible teaching areas. 

College principal Andy Dobson said: “It 
was great to have not only the mayor, but 
also so many local business leaders, showing 
their support for the college. This college is 
all about equipping learners with the skills 
they need to thrive in the real world and the 
new extension provides us with some really 
attractive learning spaces where we can do 
that.” 

Plans for the scheme were drawn up after 
the Skills Funding Agency approved a grant 
of a third of the cost of the project. The 
college has around 4,000 students studying 
on both part-time and full-time courses. 


centre car park dosing 


THE MULTI-STOREY car park 
in Bell Street, Stourbridge will 
close today as work on a new 
Tesco superstore progresses. 

After then shoppers have to use the 
Rye Market Centre’s multi-storey. 

The Bell Street centre will be demol¬ 
ished in April to make way for the 
revamp of the Crown Centre which will 
see a Tesco built, creating 400 jobs. 
Dudley Council says that the Rye 
Market multi-storey car park in the 
town centre has more than 200 spare 
car parking spaces each day. 

Motorists are reminded the 90-space 
Church Street car park at the top of 
High Street near Hagley Road also has 
long-stay capacity. Leading councillors 
describe the revamp as “the most sig¬ 


nificant regeneration scheme in Stour¬ 
bridge for many decades”. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, the 
council’s cabinet member for trans¬ 
portation, said: “We have carried out 
assessments of all of our car parks to 
determine usage rates, and we are con¬ 
fident that we have the capacity to meet 
the demand. 

Demolition 

“It must be stressed that Bell Street 
is an old and outdated building which 
was due for demolition regardless of 
this exciting regeneration develop¬ 
ment,” he added. 

“People who usually park on Bell 
Street will of course need to change 
their habits and use alternative car 
parks in the town such as the Rye 


Market multi-storey, which is only 200 
metres from Bell Street.” 

A new 543-space underground car 
park is being built as part of the Crown 
Centre redevelopment. 

Councillor Angus Adams, the 
council’s cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion, said: “This multi-million-pound 
project marks the most significant 
regeneration scheme in Stourbridge for 
many decades. 

“We anticipate it acting as a catalyst 
for further investment and develop¬ 
ment in the town. 

“The arrival of Tesco will provide an 
anchor store for the town which we 
hope will benefit local people and lead 
to an increased footfall in the town to 
the benefit of our other shops.” 
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Bus station 
progressing 

THE CREATION of a new 
£7m bus station in Stour¬ 
bridge has moved to the next 
phase, with work to fit out 
the main building under way 
and some phases of the 
development nearing com¬ 
pletion. 

Work to create the inter¬ 
change has been ongoing 
since the previous, outdated, 
station was closed in 
October 2010. It will provide 
11 stands and Centro aims 
to have it up and running by 
the spring. 

Work has begun on con¬ 
structing the internal layout 
of the building in Foster 
Street East. 


Roy, 69, won’t hear 
of not competing

TO MANY sporting types discovering you are going deaf 
could put a real dampner on your ambitions but not so for 
one Dudley table tennis player. 

After discovering his hearing was deteriorating, veteran 
player Roy Norton, aged 69, was tested at his local Spec- 
savers in Stourbridge who confirmed his hearing loss was 
at 65 per cent. 

However, instead of fearing the worst and hanging up his 
paddle for good he seized the opportunity for a fresh chal¬ 
lenge when he realised he was now eligible to play in an 
international contest. 

So Mr Norton, will be soon be jetting more than 6,000 
miles to Tokyo to take part in the world table tennis cham¬ 
pionships for deaf athletes as part of the Deaflympics. 

Mr Norton, who still plays for the Victoria Park club in 
Walsall, has been playing as a hobby for more than 50 years 
accumulating around 400 medals, 

“It will be another experience for me but I like competing 
and decided to give it a go,” said the former factory owner. 

Mr Norton, of Charnwood Close, Brierley Hill, usually 
relies on a hearing aid in competitions including the World 
Veteran Championships. 

But competition rules stipulate this is not allowed 
meaning a whole new training plan before the event start¬ 
ing in April. The Deaflympics is organised by The Interna¬ 
tional Committee of Sports for the Deaf.

A GANG of seven men travelled 
from Yorkshire to break into a 
Black Country foundry to steal 
metal castings worth £5,000, a 
court heard. 

The target for the raid was Vanguard 
Foundry in Engine Lane, Lye where the men 
cut through a wire fence. 

The company has suffered five similar 
thefts in the five months leading up to the 
offence.

Scott was given 12 months in jail, sus¬ 
pended for two years, put on probation for 
two years and ordered to attend a pro¬ 
gramme with 200 hours community service 
and a three month curfew 

Mr Andrew Baker, for Scott and Buckley, 
said they had been “foot soldiers” in the 
offence, which had been planned by others. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, for Thurston, said he 
had been recruited by others.

A £250,000 improvement project at 
Kidderminster’s Severn Valley 
Railway is on track for completion 
with works entering their final phase. 

More than a third of a mile of track 
leading to and through the 480-yard 
Bewdley Tunnel is being replaced as 
part of essential maintenance at the 
historic site. 

Bosses of the steam railway said 
work to lay the track was due to be 
completed. 

A ballast of crushed stones will 
then be placed around the new track 
to strengthen the sleepers while 
aiding water drainage and keeping 
down vegetation. The new track will 
then be painstakingly aligned to 


ensure there are no twists in the 
metal and ensuring it is safe for use 
by trains. 

Work started in early January and 
services at the railway have been 
halted while the scheme has been 
carried out. 

Trains were scheduled to run again 
in time for the half-term holiday. Two 
teams with 13 workers, including 
railway staff and volunteers, have 
been doing the work. 

Infrastructure manager Phil 
Sowden said it had been a challenging 
task. “Because the work has been 
taking place in a tunnel we have not 
been able to use large machines to 
transport materials.”

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400 jobs being axed as 
Lombard shutting down 


CAR management business 
Lombard will be closing its Birm¬ 
ingham base, with the loss of 
almost 400 jobs. 

The business in Brindleyplace, will wind 
down and close after owner Royal Bank of 
Scotland failed to find a buyer to take on the 
operation. 

It will affect 397 staff, with 98 set to go in 
the next few months and the rest within 
three years. 

Lombard employs 295 at its headquarters 
offices in Birmingham, and another 19 at a 
sales office on the Pensnett Trading Estate 
in Kingswinford. 

Operation 

RBS has been trying to sell the vehicle 
leasing and fleet management operation for 
the past two years as part of its post-bailout 
shake-up. 

Its spokesman David Gaffney said today: 
“Having to cut jobs is the most difficult part 
of our work to rebuild RBS. 

“The decision to close Lombard Vehicle 
Management was a difficult one but is a nec¬ 
essary step in our plan to de-risk and re¬ 
focus RBS, making the bank safer and 
stronger.” 

Following its rescue by the Government, 
RBS identified a string of businesses, like 
Lombard Vehicle Management, as “non 
core”, and has been seeking buyers for them 
since 2009. 

RBS said remaining staff would stay on to 
service existing customers while the 
company is wound down. In future, 
Lombard’s fleet management services will 
be handled by ALD Automotive.

Asda decision in store 


A DECISION over proposals 
for a 40,000sq ft superstore in 
Kidderminster will be made 
by planning inspectors in 
Bristol - after Asda com¬ 
plained the council was 
taking too long. 

The move, which takes the decision 
out of the hands of councillors, has left 
traders furious, branding it “disgust¬ 
ing”. 

Wyre Forest District Council was 
due to decide on the proposals for the 
edge of the town centre at a meeting 
this week - but has now been left pow¬ 
erless. 

Planning officers had recommended 
the application for refusal amid fears it 


would hit other traders and scupper 
the council’s regeneration plans. 

But Asda has appealed on the 
grounds that the plans, which would 
create 370 jobs, took more than 13 
weeks to reach the committee stage. 

Nearby businesses have campaigned 
against the development, arguing their 
row of independent shops would 
become cut-off. 

Force 

Bill Sidhu, leader of the Horsefair 
Trading Partnership, said: “We are dis¬ 
gusted that a decision that will affect 
Kidderminster has been taken out of 
the hands of local councillors by Asda, 
which is trying to force something on 
the town that it does not want.” 

Mr Sidhu added: “The council has 


recommended this application be 
refused - and we fully support that 
decision.” 

Ward councillor Howard Martin, 
said: “Asda’s actions have been dis¬ 
tasteful and I am very angry. This is a 
huge application so it was bound to 
take a few weeks.” 

A report to the committee by plan¬ 
ning officers raises a catalogue of con¬ 
cerns over the plans. 

The councillors were still able to vote 
at the meeting on Tuesday (February 
14) - but their decision would have no 
power. 

Asda spokesman Oliver Jones said: 
“We have applied for a non-determina¬ 
tion appeal because the council seemed 
to be taking a long time to make a deci¬ 
sion.”

Staff are on the move as 
banking operation shuts 


LLOYDS Banking Group is closing its 
wholesale banking operation in Brierley 
Hill. All 217 staff based at Quay House at 
the Waterfront are moving to the Birming¬ 
ham Midshires site at the Pendeford Busi¬ 
ness Park in Wolverhampton where Lloyds 
already employs around 1,400. 

The decision comes as Lloyds announced 
it was to axe nearly 1,000 jobs and close four 
offices around the country. 

Lloyds spokesman Nicole Sharp said 
there would be no redundancies at Brierley 
Hill with the move of the telephone banking 
operation, which was expected to take part 
in the third or fourth quarter of the year. 

The other offices to close are in Newcastle 
upon Tyne, Romford and Scunthorpe. Posts 
will also will go in Leeds, among 990 job 


losses nationwide. Ged Nichols, general sec¬ 
retary of the Lloyds union Accord, said it 
was devastating news. 

The jobs are going in group operations, 
group executive functions, risk, wholesale 
and insurance divisions. 

The group’s recognised unions Accord, 
LTU, GMB and Unite were all consulted 
prior to the announcement. Lloyds said its 
Scunthorpe and Newcastle sites were 
expected to close by the end of this year. Its 
processing centre in Romford, Essex, is 
expected to close by the end of September 
with a loss of 212 posts. 

More than 28,000 jobs have been cut since 
the merger of Lloyds TSB and HBOS in 
2008. Last June, the group announced there 
would be cuts of a further 15,000 posts.

A CHARITY shop has risen from the ashes of a blaze in Kid¬ 
derminster town centre. The British Heart Foundation has 
opened a new furniture and electrical store in the town to 
replace the one which was destroyed. 

Flames ripped through the base and neighbouring 
Levines furniture shop and more than 50 firefighters fought 
to stop it spreading to other stores. Both buildings were 
demolished on safety grounds following the fire in October, 
which brought the town centre to a standstill. 

After the blaze, the charity pledged to open a replacement 
store elsewhere the town and last week, the Mayor of Kid¬ 
derminster, Councillor Anne Hingley, was invited to cut the 
ribbon on the shop in Worcester Street. 

The charity’s area manager, Ron Humphreys, said the 
charity had been keen to reopen a shop in the town as soon 
as possible after the fire. “The opening went very well and 
was well supported by the Kidderminster community. We 
had quite a few people through the doors and hopefully 
word will spread that we are back.” 

Meanwhile bosses at Levines are looking at moving into 
either the former Woolworths premises in Worcester Street 
or the old TJ Hughes shop in Vicar Street. Levines also has 
stores in Brierley Hill, Smethwick and Tyseley, Birming¬ 
ham.

Redundancies latest 
blow to carpets firm 

KIDDERMINSTER carpet maker Brintons plans to cut 150 
jobs. The majority of the redundancies would fall at the 
firm’s headquarters in Stourport Road. 

It is the latest blow for the 229-year-old company which 
shed 75 jobs in October with the closure of its offices in 
Exchange Street. 

The company, which was bought for £40m in September 
by the Carlyle Group, employs 1,600 worldwide. It has 700 
staff in the West Midlands, 550 at its main factory in Stour¬ 
port Road and another 150 in Telford. 

Brintons spokesman Fergus Wheeler said progress had 
been made turning the business around but further 
changes were needed to maintain the firm’s position. 

Some of the redundancies will fall in China. 

Gavin Miller, regional campaign manager at Community 
Union, said the union’s 300 members at Kidderminster 
were upset but had half expected the development.

I RECENTLY made a 
successful application 
with colleagues to the 
Backbench Business 
Committee for a debate 
in the House of Com¬ 
mons on the growing 
problem of metal theft.

The following day I 
chaired an extremely well 
attended All-Party Parlia¬ 
mentary Group on Combat¬ 
ing Metal Theft. 

It was a meeting with 
Home Office crime preven¬ 
tion minister Lord Henley 
and deregulation minister 
Mark Prisk MP from the 
Department for Business, 
Innovation & Skills Mark. 

We discussed implementa¬ 
tion of the change to cash¬ 
less trading for the metal 
industry and, secondly, the 
further measures called for 
in the group’s cross-party 


motion debated and passed 
in the Commons on 7 Febru¬ 
ary. I was delighted to wel¬ 
come the Secretary of State 
for Culture, Olympics, 
Media and Sport, Jeremy 
Hunt MF| to Dudley South 
Conservative Association’s 
annual dinner. 

Mr Hunt gave an 
overview of the political sit¬ 
uation, concentrating par¬ 
ticularly on his brief and 
how the London Olympics 
have brought - and will con¬ 
tinue to bring - benefits to 
our region.

The Secretary of State 
recited a large number of 
West Midlands manufactur¬ 
ers and businesses who have 
won Olympics contracts in 
recent years.

We had a very productive 


discussion about the meas¬ 
ures the Government is tak¬ 
ing to nurture and 
encourage family business, 
including start-ups within 
established family busi¬ 
nesses. 

There were also welcome 
assurances from the minis¬ 
ter about the Treasury’s 
view on the treatment of pri¬ 
vate businesses, assurances 
which are very welcome in 
terms of aiding investment 
and hiring decisions by com¬ 
panies up and down the 
country. 

David Cameron returned 
from the latest meeting of 
the European Council and 
made a statement to Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Having questioned the 
Prime Minister in the Com¬ 
mons following his previous 
EC statement in December, I 
once again questioned him 
asking whether the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Justice, as an 
institution of the whole 
European Union, is not now 
being unjustly used. 

As Britain and the Czech 


Republic have not signed up 
to the latest agreement 
there are concerns about the 
use of EU institutions to 
implement, police and 
enforce the fiscal and auster¬ 
ity union developing within 
the EU to help to deal with 
the Eurozone crisis. 

As a Eurosceptic MP I 
called for a new business- 
led, nationwide Eurosceptic 
campaign in an article for 
the ConservativeHome.com 
website. 

Having visited dozens of 
local businesses in the last 
few years I know the major¬ 
ity business opinion, partic¬ 
ularly in the Black Country, 
is that the EU is an impor¬ 
tant market but that the EU 
needs to reform itself, 
reduce its costs and interfere 
less in UK business affairs.

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School to scrap its foes 
if H wins ‘Free’ status 


THE FIRST ‘Free School 5 in Wyre 
Forest could open in September 
next year, if a bid for Government 
backing is successful. 

Holy Trinity International School in Kid¬ 
derminster is consulting parents and staff 
on the plans. The school, which is currently 
independent and has charitable status, 
charges tuition fees to students. But if it 
becomes a Free School, charges would be 
scrapped. A large number of new school 
places would also be made available. 

It could open as a Free School in Septem¬ 
ber 2013. Plans need to be submitted to the 
Department for Education this month and a 
decision would be made in the summer. 

Independent 

Free Schools are run by groups of parents, 
teachers, governors, charities, trusts, reli¬ 
gious and voluntary groups. They are 
funded by central Government and are inde¬ 
pendent of local councils, giving them 
greater control over their curriculum, 
teachers’ pay and conditions, and the length 
of school terms and days. 

Headteacher Pamela Leek-Wright said: 
“Many local families wish to send their chil¬ 
dren to the school but are unable to do so for 
financial reasons. It is the school’s wish, by 
becoming a Free School, to extend the bene¬ 
fits of a Holy Trinity International School 
education to many of those who are cur¬ 
rently unable to afford to take advantage of 
it, and thus to enhance parental choice and 
to benefit the local community. 

“Education at the school will be free but 
in every other respect the school will remain 
the same.” 


Connexions to cannelloni 

A BID to transform a former careers advice 
centre in Stourbridge into an Italian restau¬ 
rant and takeaway will be debated by plan¬ 
ners. A planning application has been 
submitted for the old Connexions base in 
High Street which shut in March. 

The plans, lodged with Dudley Council, 
say the premises would be open late to cater 
for people visiting the town’s pubs.

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Road cameras in place 
catch speeding drivers 


MOBILE speed cameras are being used 
on two busy Kidderminster roads after 
it was revealed more than 60 per cent of 
motorists had been speeding. 

Concerns have been raised by resi¬ 
dents about the speed of traffic on the 
A449 Chester Road South and the A449 
Wolverhampton Road. Data on speeds 
has been collected by the Safer Roads 
Partnership. 

It shows 69 per cent of vehicles 
exceeded the 30mph limit on Wolver¬ 
hampton Road and 66 per cent on 
Chester Road South during a 10-day 
period. 

Two mobile speed enforcement sites 
were launched and will be operational 
for at least six months. 


Katy Jenkins of the Safer Roads Part¬ 
nership in West Mercia said: “It is clear 
that local people are worried about 
speeds on both Chester Road South and 
Wolverhampton Road and they have 
raised these concerns with the local 
policing team at Pact meetings. 

“In response to these concerns, we 
are now launching two mobile enforce¬ 
ment sites on the A449 to reduce the 
number of drivers exceeding the speed 
limit.” 

Worcestershire County Council’s 
customer and community manager, Jon 
Fraser, said: “Anyone travelling at 
speeds over the designated limits is 
putting themselves and others in 
danger, as well as breaking the law.” 


Hundreds taken to court in 
crackdown on benefit cheats 


HUNDREDS of benefit cheats are being 
prosecuted across the region as coun¬ 
cils crack down on false claims for help 
with council tax and rent, it has been 
revealed. 

Authorities have taken to court 250 cases result¬ 
ing in convictions for illegal claiming of council and 
housing tax benefit. 

And they have warned they will continue to target 
culprits through surveillance and by checking 
people’s records. 

In Sand well, from April last year 76 people were 


prosecuted for either housing or council tax benefit 
fraud. 

Another 40 were issued fines and 62 received cau¬ 
tions. In 2010/11, 52 were prosecuted. 

Sandwell Council finance chief Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “The results the team achieved last year 
highlights suspected fraud cases will be thoroughly 
investigated and shows that, where necessary, the 
council will use the full force of the law to tackle the 
problem.” 

In Wolverhampton, 64 prosecutions have been 
brought since last April. 

In addition, council officers have issued 43 formal 
cautions and imposed 25 administrative penalties, 


which is a 30 per cent fine on top of the money 
offenders have to pay back. The previous year, there 
were 63 prosecutions. 

Dudley Council has investigated 466 cases of sus¬ 
pected benefit fraud. Of these, 44 cases were prose¬ 
cuted in the criminal court. 

This compares to 53 taken to court and prose¬ 
cuted in 2010/11. 

Walsall Council prosecuted 47 cheats, and 33 of 
these prosecutions included Department for Work 
and Pensions benefit cases. 

South Staffordshire Council prosecuted 19 
benefit tricksters from April last year, and in 
2010/1118 were successfully taken to court.

The Passat CC is a step up in VW’s saloon range 


ONCE A maker of simple, honest cars, 
recent years have seen Volkswagen step 
up its game to be a major player in almost 
every sector of the market. 

The evolutionary process has been a steady one, with 
the result a constantly expanding line-up of increas¬ 
ingly competent and desirable cars. 

A case in point is the Passat CC; a more streamlined 
and upmarket alternative to the firm’s regular Passat 
saloon. 

Viewed by some as a more affordable and less flash 
Mercedes CLS, the Passat CC’s coupe-like profile, 
refined cabin ambience and mature driving manners 
earned it a place in the hearts of many seeking to 
escape the predictability of a conventional three-box 
saloon. Facelift time has seen a few things added to the 
car’s skill set and one noticeable subtraction: the 
Passat moniker. 

In keeping with the original car’s North American 
naming convention, it’s now just Volkswagen CC. 
Although partly to keep things simple, this is also to 
help distance the car from its regular Passat cousin. 
It’s hoped buyers will view the car in its own light, and 
with the subtle exterior design changes make a 
stronger connection to Volkswagen’s flagship Phaeton 
saloon than the mass market Passat. 

It’s certainly a clever mind trick and, crucially, one 



that works once you clap eyes on the CC’s new grille 
and headlight arrangement - its resemblance to the 
Phaeton is no coincidence. At the rear there are new 
taillights and a reshaped bumper but in reality, little 
else has changed on the outside. 

Volkswagen’s new focus is on ramping up refine¬ 
ment, which has resulted in improved levels of sound¬ 
proofing. The aim was to make the already quiet Passat 
CC even better. The good news is that Volkswagen has 
succeeded. Despite the CC’s posh exterior, its predeces¬ 
sor was a firm favourite with company car drivers, and 
this car’s motorway cruising has been further 
enhanced thanks to extra soundproofing. 

Maintaining the ‘premium value’ theme more kit is 
now available, with the car’s standard specification 
including Bluetooth, DAB, xenon headlights and sat- 
nav at base level. Leather seats, adaptive dampers, 
cruise control and parking sensors can be found on the 
higher spec GT models. 

A long list of options includes an adaptive high beam 
headlight mode, heated and cooled front seats, blind 
spot warning, a reversing camera, a ‘city safe’ urban 
auto braking function and the ability to open the car’s 
boot by sweeping your foot under the rear bumper - 



great for when your hands are full with shopping. 

Make no mistake, Volkswagen knows what it’s doing 
with the CC. This generous level of standard and 
optional kit plays right into the hands of buyers 
seeking a plush-looking executive car with one eye on 
their modest budget. None of the more expensive tra¬ 
ditional German choices can compete at this level. 

And it’s inside the CC where its high value character 
really comes to the fore. All the materials you can touch 
and see are a cut above anything else in its (almost) 
sub-£30,000 price range. Then again, this shouldn’t 
come as a surprise to anyone already familiar with 
modern day Volkswagen interiors. 

Satisfying 

Driving the CC is just as satisfying as sitting in it and 
admiring the fixtures and fittings. Save for the stan¬ 
dard-fit addition of Volkswagen’s trick electronically 
controlled XDS differential on cars with more than 170 
horsepower - that means the high output 2.0-O^p 
diesel - little has changed since dropping the P< 
name. 

Like before, the CC delivers a refined and 
mature ride - even on the GT’s large 18- 
inch alloy wheels - yet also proves 
engaging enough to raise a smile 
on twisty backroads. Volkswa¬ 
gen isn’t promoting it as an all- 


out performance saloon, but the CC is a willing com¬ 
panion boasting more agility than its size suggests. 
Part of this performance is down to engine choice. 
There are 1.8 and 2.0-litre petrol units offering 160 and 
210 horsepower respectively, but it’s the 2.0-litre 
diesels in 140 and 170 horsepower guise that will prove 
the most popular. C02 is a low 125g/km for the 140 and 
139g/km for the 170 horsepower motor respectively 
due in part to engine stop-start brake energy regener¬ 
ation technology. 

Factor in a smooth-shifting DSG auto gearbox for a 
small C02 penalty and you’ve got yourself an 
extremely polished and financially rewarding owner¬ 
ship experience. Volkswagen’s been smart enough to 
only change the few details that needed polishing, 
proving that the CC was a fundamentally sound car in 
the first place. And long may it remain so.

Boxing clever for initiative 


LIONS ABC in Dudley has become the 
latest Black Country institute to throw 
its weight behind Sport England’s 
Sportivate initiative. 

Head trainer Bob Dillon, the Team 
GB high performance coach, has been 
welcoming young people into his gym 
to learn the basics of boxing, writes 
Craig Birch. 

And Lions - based on Bull Street, 
Brierley Hill - are not the only ones 
doing their bit to encourage sporting 
activity in the area. 

The University of Wolverhampton 
recently put on a six-week judo pro¬ 
gramme, while the Westminster School 
in Sandwell has also got involved, 


forming a 16-strong squad with moder¬ 
ate learning disabilities running a 
wheelchair basketball session that 
doubles up as an after-school club. 

Sportivate is National Lottery- 
funded and is being run by the Black 
Country Be Active Partnership, whose 
managing director Simon Hall singled 
out Lions for credit. 

He said: “Lions Boxing Club who are 
making a real difference in young 
people’s lives, using boxing skills. It 
helps young people to gain fitness, per¬ 
sonal development, qualifications in 
coaching and decreases anti-social 
behaviour in their neighbourhood.” 

More than 1,150 young people in the 


Black Country have been inspired to do 
sport in their own time in the first six 
months of the Olympic and Paralympic 
legacy initiative. 

It is aimed at 14-to-25-year-olds who 
currently don’t play sport in their own 
time. They are then helped to find a 
club or venue where they can keep take 
part in whichever sport they enjoy. 

More than 80 sports projects will be 
delivered as part of the programme 
across a wide variety of sports. 

All those who complete a course, 
missing no more than one session, then 
continue to play for at least three 
months will have the chance to enter a 
ballot for free London 2012 tickets. 


Sacked after defeat, 
demos and apology

A CRUSHING defeat at the hands 
of their local rivals sealed the fate 
of manager Mick McCarthy. 

The abject display even brought a public 
apology from the Wolves boss, writes Tim 
Nash. 

But his “sorry” after Sunday’s game was 
not enough to save his job - or erase the pain 
of this humiliation for thousands of angry, 
disenchanted Wolves fans. 

It’s been more than a decade since we last 
saw fans demonstrating outside the ground, 
when Sir Jack Hayward was spat at. 

The nature and magnitude of this thor¬ 
oughly depressing setback was the trigger 
for hundreds to gather around the Billy 
Wright statue after the game and chant for 
the head of the manager. 

There were still fans singing ! We want 
McCarthy out’ more than an hour after the 
final whistle. One day later they got their 
wish. It was a black day in the history of 
Wolverhampton Wanderers and a new low 
for McCarthy. 

Trouble 

Any defeat hurts, and a loss to Albion 
deepens the pain. But the manner of this 
capitulation - to employ the term used by 
McCarthy afterwards - cast a huge cloud 
over the club. 

As Albion tore Wolves apart, there was the 
depressing sight of fans remonstrating 
angrily with people in the directors’ box. 

Trouble on and off the pitch, and it all led 
to the departure of a manager who was 
firmly entrenched in the deepest crisis of his 
reign. He has done a remarkable job over the 
last five-and-a-half years. It’s difficult to 
imagine anyone getting more effort and 
commitment out of the players. 

A more honourable man of more integrity 
you couldn’t wish to find. At his press con¬ 
ference afterwards, he vowed to fight on, 
convinced he was still the man to ride the 
storm and lead Wolves to safety. But chair-

man Steve Morgan clearly decided Mc¬ 
Carthy’s presence had become counter-pro¬ 
ductive. 

It seems there were a growing number of 
fans waiting to see him fail, and it is against 
that backdrop of discontent that Morgan 
had to weigh up whether his manager’s time 
was up. 

However, the fans’ sniping at Morgan on 
Sunday about where he can stick his execu¬ 
tive houses suggests the fans don’t lay the 
blame squarely at the manager’s door. 

The defeat dropped Wolves back into the 
Premier League relegation zone, on goal dif¬ 
ference. This time last season, they were 
bottom and two points from safety after 
beating Manchester United, with three 
more points than they have now. 

But it’s difficult to think the Wolves team 
of last season would have folded like this. 

That they had dragged themselves level 


by half-time courtesy of Steven Fletcher’s 
fantastically executed 10th goal of the 
season was a travesty after a truly awful 
first half. Wayne Hennessey made four fine 
saves before being wrong-footed by Dave 
Edwards’ deflection off Peter Odemwingie’s 
low shot after he cut inside Matt Jarvis after 
35 minutes. 

Wolves started the second half well and 
Fletcher was inches away from giving them 
the lead only for his shot to deflect just wide 
off Jonas Olsson. Hennessey then undid his 
good work by dropping Olsson’s routine 
shot to give Albion a 64th-minute lead. 

Wolves went close again when Ben Foster 
made a superb reflex save from Fletcher’s 
towering header before a similar effort from 
Roger Johnson was headed onto the bar by 
Youssouf Mulumbu. 

But, in between, the alarm bells were 
beginning to ring loudly as Kevin Foley 


cleared off the line from Odemwingie. And 
from then on, Wolves were simply crushed. 

More catastrophic defending allowed 
Odemwingie his second and Albion’s third 
on 77 when he slid the ball home after Liam 
Ridgewell’s header and Olsson’s backheel 
following James Morrison’s corner. 

Everything that could have gone wrong 
did as old boy Keith Andrews drove home a 
fourth five minutes from time after Morri¬ 
son skipped past Stephen Ward and crossed, 
followed by Odemwingie completing his hat- 
trick from close range on 88 minutes. 

McCarthy gambled by playing three strik¬ 
ers from the start and it left Wolves woefully 
exposed in midfield, where they couldn’t 
keep the ball and were left chasing shadows. 

If ever there was a game crying out for 
Karl Henry and Emmanuel Frimpong, then 
this was it. But Wolves had to battle on 
without their two central midfielders.

WOLVERHAMPTON’S 
Dean Harrison has retired 
from boxing after his Prize¬ 
fighter dream was abruptly 
halted in the first round of 
his opening bout against 
John Watson.

£32,000 grand prize at 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall 
on Saturday night, writes 
Craig Birch. 

Anwar could be pitted 
against Dudley’s Jason 
Welborn, the Midlands wel¬ 
terweight title holder, later 
this year - but Harrison 
insists he has hung up his 
gloves after this latest 
setback.

‘Deano’ was left to reflect 
on a career that brought 
challenges to the British and 
English titles, a spell as Mid¬ 
lands champion and two 
fights in Las Vegas. 

He said: “There’s no 
comebacks or anything, I 
will never, ever box again. 

“I am not making excuses, 
I have a beautiful little boy 
now and I want to be there 
for him and be able to talk to 
him as he grows up. 

“I am not going anywhere, 
anyway, I am not going to get 
offered the opportunities so, 
for me, there’s no point in 
carrying on.

MtCARTHY IS AXED 
AFTER DERBY LOSS 


MICK MCCARTHY was sacked as Wolves manager this week as club 
chairman Steve Morgan said the board had “little or no choice”. 

The blow fell on Monday, the day after the team suffered their biggest Black Country 
derby home defeat in 50 years, a 5-1 thrasing by Albion. The club took the “difficult deci¬ 
sion” to terminate his contract, which came after a poor run of results left them facing rel¬ 
egation. Pressure on the boss, who is expected to leave with a £lm compensation payout, 
reached a critical point with the humiliating Molineux loss to the Baggies. 

But Wolves’ previous 


alarming sequence of results 
after early season optimism 
-just 14 points from the pre¬ 
vious possible 66 - was the 
main concern for club owner 
Morgan and chief executive 
Jez Moxey. 

Morgan said: “I’m afraid 
the board thought we had 
little or no choice. 

“Mick and I have had 
several conversations in 
recent weeks. He’s a good 
guy and the decision was 
taken regretfully, but results 
have not been good enough 
this season. 

“We need to pick our¬ 
selves up and be aiming up 
the league and, hopefully, 
that’s what the new man 
will take us forward with.”

The Albion defeat marked 
the beginning of a dramatic 
24 hours, with 53-year-old 
McCarthy being forced to 
apologise to angry fans for 
the “disgraceful” display. 

On Sunday afternoon 
Moxey and Morgan, who was 
skiing in Europe, spoke on 
the phone about McCarthy’s 
future. 

Moxey then appeared to 
hint that evening that 
McCarthy’s position would 
be safe in the short term, 
saying the club would use 
the two-week break before 
its next game to “regroup”. 

But at 7am on Monday he 
arrived at his office at

Molineux and spoke to 
Morgan again when the 
decision was made to 
dismiss McCarthy. A short 
time later Moxey went to see 
McCarthy at the Compton 
Park training ground and 
delivered the news. 

Just before 11am, Wolves 
announced he would be leav¬ 
ing with immediate effect. 

The club’s statement con¬ 
tinued: “The board would 
like to place on record their 
sincere thanks and apprecia¬ 
tion to Mick McCarthy and 
he leaves with the very best 
wishes of everyone con¬ 
nected to the club.” 

Minutes later, Moxey left 
the training ground in his 
Jaguar. He said later: “We 
have been on a journey for 
the last five-and-half-years 
of outstanding success - 
more than this club has seen 
in a generation and we have 
achieved our objectives. 

“My entire time is now 
being devoted towards 
appointing a new manager.” 

Midfielder Jamie O’Hara 
used Twitter to write: 
“Gutted to see Mick go. Just 
sorry we couldn’t have done 
better for him. 

“Fantastic manager and 
man and wish him all the 
best.”
